(0 aki and, CallfJ - Among the 
drugs found at the Jonestown 
setttement was chloral hydrate, a 
hypnotic drug used by the Central 
Inleltigencc Agency’s notorious 
“MK-ULTRA" behavior control 
project. 

Thorazine, used by the CIA at 
the Califomia prisons in Vacavilïe 
and San Luis Obispo in an 
experiment involving behavior 
''modification’ of inmates, was 
also discovered at Jonestown. 
Üther drugs foimd were demorol 
and valium. 

Jones is reporied to have been 
highly paranoic in recent months. 
!f he did exhibit such behavior, 
thorazme, demerol and valium 
are known to produce feelings of 
extreme anxiety and fear in 
hurp^rfTbeings. 

'he scicntificaüy known effects 
f these two drugs, effects that 
^i?^oHbLöly;:ahBtiFi^ 7 ^uin an 
jeing'a peisfliife , and the 
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known exigtence of the ClA“s 
Project MK-ULTHA have led 
many people in America to 
suspect a govemment plot to 
destroy Jonestown. 

Dr, Lynn Crook, a pathologist, 
vbited the Guyana settlement 
tb ree days after what one angry 
San Francisco Black man told 
THÉ BLACK PANTHER was the 
"U.S. govemment' s genocide of 
Black and pexjr people, : Accord- 
ingto Crook, chloral hydrate is on 
hypnotic drug used in mcdicine. 
He said that when swaJlowed it 
will quickly drop the consumer 
into a sleep that lasts about 80 
minutes.

Were the over 
900 Jonestown victims subjected

The Black Panther Party charges the United 
States government, specificaUy the Central 
Lntelligence Agency and the U S, Department 
of Defense, with the murders of over 900 
innocent men. wam en and children at the 
Peoples Temple settlement in Jonestown. 

The Party demands an immediate citiztms' 
investigation into the Jonestow n tragedy. In no 
way should this investigation be organized or 
controlled by the American government, 
whïch a/one bcars the responsibility for 
viciously slaughlering a group of Black and 
poor people who left the oppression of this 
country to build a society where there would be 
none. 

We mu$L not be tricked by the CIA-created 
mass hystcria and confusion that is 5 wee ping 
through the country about the Jonestown 
massacre. If there were freedom and justice for 
alt in America, there would have been no need 
for Jonestown in the first place, If Black and 
poor people could live in peaceand 
dignity in this country', those 900 
people who told the world they 
had found perfect happiness in 
Jonestown and, under no cir- 
cumstances, would give it up, 
would not be in their graves 
today.

Gay Supervisor 

(San Francisco, Calif.} - The 
November 27 assassinations of 
Mayor Qeorge Moscone and 
Supervisor Harvey Milk have left 
thïs city without two of its most 
Progressive politicians. Both men 
enjoyed popular support from the 
Black, poor and gay commumtles 
of San Francisccu It was this 
support that was instrumental in 
putting the two city officials in 
office, Moscone in 1975 and Milk 
in 1977. 

Aeting Mayor Dianno Fein- 
stein, president of the city's 
Board of Supervisors, is widely 
expected to become Moscone 's 
successor, Feinstein is a conscr- 
vative, and Black, poor and gay 
people here fear that she wül 
place other conservatives in the 

vacant seat of Milk, of former 
Supervisor Dan White — the 

accused assassin of Moscone — 
— and herself, if she is ap- 
pointed to serve Moscone r s 
remaining term. 

White, a former polüceman and 
fireman, was intensely disliked 
by many supporters of Moscone 
and Milk because of his anti-poor 
people. anti-gay and ”law and 
order” views, When White 
abruptly resigned from his Dis¬ 
trict 8 supervisorial post in 
November, allegedly because the 
job did nol pay enough — many 
people urged Moscone to appoint 
a rcplacement that would be more 
sympathetic to the needs of 
minority and working class 
people, 

When White suddenly ehanged 
his mind and said he wanted his 
seat back (his brothers and 
sisters, White said, had agreed to 
supplement his $9,600 a year 
supervisor s salaryh Moscone at 
First agreed. Bul county Attorney 
Joseph Freitas rulod that it would 
be illegal for White to red ai m his 
seat. 

Feinstein supported White's 
rcappointment, In fact, minutes 
before White entered Moscone's 
city hall office and shot him to 
death, Feinstein told White she 
wanted to speak with him. The 
ex-supervisor, however, appar- 
ently bent on killing the mayor, 
totd her, "not now." 

Sun francisco Chronicle 
columnist Walter Hincklo reports 
that Milk told him in a recent 
interview that he had urged 
Moscone not to reappoint White

RESEARCHER CHARGES NEWS 
REPORTERS IN GUYANA C.I.A. AGENTS 


(Chicago T lil.) - Stierman 
Skolniek, heod of the Chicago- 
based Citizens Committee To 
■Clean Up the Country, told THE 
BLACK FANTHER late last 
month that he had "liberated” 
CIA files showing that some 
coirespondents of United Press 
International in Guyana are CIA 
agente, 

Skolniek, whose 15-year-oïd 
gtoup has exposed many corrupt 
politicians Sn Chicago, was the 
first researcher to expose the 
agency's MK-ULTRA program 
involving experiments with mind 
control drugs. 

Skolniek noted that a vast 
majority of the articles concern- 
ing the Jonestown tragedy that 
have appeared in the U.S. press 
were written by UPI reporters. 
He said the documents he has 
give the naroes and addresses of 
the undercover CIA agents in 
Guyana, He indicated that the 
Agency has used the UPI os a 
means of discrediting Rev. Jim 
Jon es and the Jonestown settle- 
merst. 

Some of the most prominent 
fïgures in U.S, joumalism have 
been exposed for conspiring with 
the CIA by award-winning in- 
vestigative reporter CarJ Bern- 
stein, 

Bemstein. co-author with Bob 
Woodward of the best-sclling 
books on the Watergate cover-up 
conspiracy, AU The Presidentes 
Men and The Final Days — said 
in a eopyrighted story last year in 
Rolling Stöne magazine that at 
least 25 U.S, news organizations 
provided "covers” for CIA 
employees disguised as joumal- 
ists abroad. 

Bemstein, a reporter for the 
IVasftfngfon Post, charged,

The above statement, made by 
Dr, Peter Femandes, chairman of 
the Guyana Liveatock Corpora¬ 
tion, reflects the gene ral attitude 
of the Guyanese people toward 
the Peoples Temple settlement in 
Jonestown, Carl Rlackman, 
genera! manager of the Guyana 
Chronicle. the largest newspaper 
in the multiraciai South American 
country, said of Jonestown before 
its destruction on November 18, 
1978: 'Tt is an example for 
Guyana," 

Dr. Ng-a-Fook, Guyana dental 
surgeon, wrote an editorial com- 
ment in a December, 1977, issue 
of the ChrQnicle following a 
three-day visit to Jonestown, Ho 
said of the Peoples Temple 
settlement: 

T have never before seen $o 
many people of varying races 
working happily side-by-sïde in 
the Heids without a single spark 
of frictïon. 

A high-ranking Guyanese 
governmcnl official noted: 

' 'Jonestown is a living example to 
the people of Guyana, a living 
example to be foliowed.'' 

A socialist country closeiy 
allied with the Peopie's Repubfic 
of Cuba, Guyana provided an 
ideal beat ion for t he Peoples 
Temple settlement. The former 
British colony and the American 
group share a common belief in 
principles of socialism, 

In sddilkm, numerous ethnic 
and racial groups live logether in 
peace in Guyana. Peoples Tem¬ 
pte, whose members include 
Black, American Indian, Chinese, 
Chicano, FiLipino and White 
people, feit comfortable living 
in the country. 

The AmerindianS who live in 
the rural area near where Jones¬ 
town once stood looked upon 
the Califomia group as friends. 
Jonestown residents provided 
free health care to the Amer- 
indians at the agricultural pro- 
ject's medical center and taught 
young childreii of the Guyanese 
ethnic group at the settlement's 
advanced school System, 

The Guyana Chronicte noted 
the mcreasing aitacks against Jim 
Jon es and Jonestown: 

'Jones has co me under fire 
from reaciionary forcea in the 
USA, who see the prosperous 
agricultural project and the oom- 
munai life enjoyed by its mem¬ 
berg thero, as a threal to the old 
oslablished order," 

The stepped up attacks made 
against Jonestown m the last year 
are beJievod by those knowJedge-

able of Latin American nffairs to 
be linked with the U-S, govern- 
ment’s efforts to undermine the 
Progressive Guyanese govem- 
ment — efforts led by the CIA. 

Chïcago researcher Sherman 
Skolnick hos obtained CIA doen- 
ments indicating that a high- 
ranking official at the U.S. 
embassy in Guyana — who 
escaped injury on November 18 at 
the Kaituma airstrip where Con- 
gressman Leo Ryan and four 
others were killed — is a top CIA 
ogem in Guyana. 

Meanwhile, in its past-inde- 
pendenceyears — since 1966 when 
Guyana won a protracted struggle 
against British cobnial rule — 
the South American country has 
strived to elimLnate cobnial and 
imperialist economie control, 

Peoples Temple chose to move 
over 1,000 of its members to 
Guyana because it is an avowed 
socialist country. There are 
re port s from survivors of the 
Jonestown tragedy that in recent 
months after Jones and the 
Temple came under attack from 
U.S. media and govemment offi¬ 
cials, Jones had considered 
moving the settlement to the 
Soviet Union. 

One stimvor said that two 
Soviet consular officials made, at 
least tw o visits to Jonestown and 
that aides of Jones visited the 
Soviet embassy in Georgetown, 
capital city of Guyana. 

lf these reports are true, such a ■ 
move would have been highly 
embarrassing to the U.S, govern- 
ment + even more so than the 
Temple’s move to Guyana. The 
Soviet Union and America are 
ri vals for world power, and 
the movlng of a large group of 
Americans to Russia in search of 
a better life would have been a 

severc indictmenl of U.S. so¬ 
ciety, 

The English-speaking popula- 
tion of nearly one million is 
mostly Black and East Indian, in 
addition to native Amerindians, 
along with Chinese and Portu- 
gueseinhabitants, 

About two years ago t the 
country 's economie lifeline was 
under the control of U.S. and 
other Western multinational 
corporations. The single product 
economie system imposed by 
these companies geared the 
economy to the production of only 
bauxite, sugar and rice, britiging 
about a lopsided development of 
the natiönal economy, an histori- 
cally common trend of underde- 
veloped Thïrd World economies.

WTOC, a subsidiary of the 
multinational Naitomas Corpora¬ 
tion of San F rand sco, has set up 
numerous branches in the Carib- 
bean and for years reaped huge 
pro fits by dumping oil in Guyana, 

Guyana has recently nationaL 
ized al! foreign businesses. 

Tension between the U.S. and 
Cuba threatened to engulf the 
entire Caribbean os a result of the 
October, 1976, bombing of a 
Cuban jet by anti-Castro exiles, 

The spread of socialist govem- 
ments in the Caribbean and the 
rise of Cuban prestige — now r 
rivaling U.S. influence — are 
increasingly worrying U.S. 
business and politica! leaders. 
Dubbing the region the 'Red 
Soa, conservative congressmen 
have begun to warn about 
possible losses of mammoth U,S 
investments there through 
nationalization, 

With the terrorist sabotage and 
its aftermath front-page news 
throughout the Caribbean coun- 
Iries literally chose up sides 
between Cuba and the U, S, 

Guyana joined the region s 
only other slrictly socialist state, 
Cuba, in accusïng the U.S, of 
responsibiliiy for the terromts. 
The U.S. State Department with- 
drew its charges d'affaires from 
the U.S. embassy in Guyana, 
cbjecting to what a spokesman 
labeled "boldfaced lies" by 
Guyana’s prime minister about 
U,S. involvement in the plot.

Mozambique 
Nationatizes Movies 

(Maputo. Mozambique) - The 
Mozambique govemment 
recently nationalized thö coun¬ 
try's film induslry, Noticias 
newspaper reported that a state 
commission, the National Insti- 
tute of Cinema, will regulate the 
film industry due to repeated 
k^acLs of sabotage.

The F.B.I. 
Pïof Against 
Black 
Leaders 

Beginning in 1967, the FBI 
launched a systematic campaign 
to spy on, hprdss, dis credit and 
murder Black American leaders, 
among them Huey P. Newton, 
Malcölm X. Dr. Martin Luiker 
King, Jr. f and the late Con¬ 
gres sman Adam Chyton PoiuelL 

The foilowing article, excerpt* 
ed from a longer piece written by 
Iris L. Washington for the 
Octoher, 1978, issue of Essence 
magazine, details this uicious FBI 
conspiracy. As the editors of 
Essence wam: f, It would be 
suicidal for ns as a people 
to belicve that ali i$ over and done 
withmQur history reveals that 
even nonviölent dissent provokes 
qtiïck countermoues and attacks 
from thöse in power. 

Peoples Tempte kas lang been 
an out spoken, critic of the injus- 
tices suffcred by Black and poor 
people iR this country, dissent 
that many people in the entire 
country be lieve led to the de- 
stmction of Jonestown. 

PART 1 

At the height of the civïl rights 
and Black power movements of 
the sixties the Federal Bureau of 
Investïgation instituted a Coun- 
terintelligence Program aimed at 
destroying the effectiveneas of 
Black leaders and organi 2 ations 
that they termed "Black na¬ 
tionalist- hate group s, 11 

The Bureau was reaeting to 
what it believed were threats to 
national security. Fearful after 
one of the hottest summers of 
racial disturbances in United 
States history, the Bureau order- 
ed, on August 25, 1967, im- 
mediale and coordinated use of 
counterintelligence tactics 
against key Black leaders and 
groups. 

The objectivös of the plot 
against Black leadership were 
spelled out in the August memo 
from late FBI Director J, Edgar 
Hoover and in a subsequent one 
dated February 29 r 1968: "to 
exposé, disrupt, misdirect, dis- 
credit or otherwise neutralhe 
such groups and their leadership, 
$pükesmen, members and sup¬ 
porters: counter their propensity 
for violence; frustrate effbrts to 
consolidate their forces or to 
recruit new or youthful adherents: 
exploit confücta within and 
between groups: nse news medio 
contacts to ridicule and otkerwise 
discredil groups; prevent groups 
from spteading their phüosophy 
publicly: and gather information

(San Francisco, Cakf.l - Blast- 
ing the hystena that has been 
promoted by the U.S, establish¬ 
ment press in the aftermath of the 
Jonestown tragedy regarding the 
"terror" of so-called religious 
“cults / 1 o well known Black 
psychologist here has charged, 
"If this were net a racist society, 
there would nat have been a need 
for Jim Jones." 

Dr, Nathan Hare, former pro¬ 
fessor of sodology at San Fran¬ 
cisco State Umversity and a 
pr act icing dmical psychologist, 
told THE BLACK PANTHER that 



Temple and the Synanon Foun¬ 
dation, the htghly respected drug 
and alcohol rehabilitation center, 
are not cults but are organizations 
like the Black Panther Party and 
the American Indian Movement 
(AIM) that are fighüng against 
racism and oppression in Ameri¬ 
ca. 

"These groups," Dr. Hare 
explained* "usually’ grow up 
among Black people, the poor and 
oppressed and allen at ed youth. h ' 

The American media has 
charaeten^ed Peopïes Temple 
and Synanon as cults. whïch are 
traditionally considred religious 
groups that have broken away „ 
from the institutionalized church. 
(Dr, Hare pointed out that 
Christianity was considered a cult 
until it was institutionaIized.]i 
SYNANON 

Neither the Temple nor Syna¬ 
non, however, are religious 
groups, The Temple was started 
under the framework of the 
Disdplesof Christ Church, but as 
a socialist organization hos work- 
ed primarUy to improve condi- 
tions for Black and poor people — 
to create "heaven here on 
earth,” in the words of one 
Temple member. 

Marceline Jones, wife of Jim 
Jones, once told fm interviewer 
that her husband's goal was to 
“to take the opiate out of 
religion." 

Dr. Hare, who knows many 
Temple members in San Francis- 
co ("They piek me up and give 
me a ride if they see me on the 
Street'*), said that he held a 
three-hour meeting with Jones 
and Temple members before they 
moved to Guyana in. 1976 and 
built Jonestown. 

“Jones spoke eloquently and 
with compassion." Hare said of 
the meeting, “His the mes were 
freedom and intenracïal harmony. 

He had his own style of socialism, 
Cöpitalists would be brought' to ? 
the tabie. They would be per- 


Hare said, 

The people of the predomi- 
nantly Black and poor Fillmore 
district where the San Francisco 
headquarters of Peoples Temple 
is located support Hare’s tonton- 
tion that organizations like the 
Temple ferm to struggle against 
oppression. One Black man 
angriJy told a San Francisco 
EJtaminer reporter, ‘Tf you Lived 
around here and never had 
anything, and somebody said 
they f d take care of you, donT you 
think you’d join too?" 

An example of the inflamnia- 
tory news coverage on cults 
oppeared in an Oakland Tribune 
artïcle headlined "Potential 
Terror Lurks in Many Cults," 
comparing Jones to Adoïf Hitler 
and convicted mass murder 
Charles Manson. 

Jones had the answers for 
hundreds of people, 1 ' the TViïmne 
said, "They gave him 
their wil! pow^er, He gave them 
love, a sense of self-esteem, a 
mïssion in life. Hitler practiced 
the same magie, So did Charles 
Manson / 1 

The December 4 issue of 
Newsweek magazine classïfies 
Peoples Temple, Synanon, Hare 
Krishna, the Children of God and 
the Unïfication Church (Moonies) 
as cults. The latter three are 
religious groups and have no 
community service programs 
such as the Temple and Synanon, 
The Moonies, whose leader is 
South Korean evangelist Sun My- 
ung Moon, are fïercely patriotic, 

Three days after the shooting 
deaths of Congressman Leo Ryan 
and four others on an airstrip 
near Jonestown, a Synanon ranch 
in Southern Caïifomia was raided 
by two do^en Los Augeles County 


deputy sheriffs who were alleged- 
ly searching for a “sizable 
number” of tape recordings in 
connection with an October inci¬ 
dent in vol ving former Synanon 
attomey Paul Morantz. 

Morantz was bitten by a 
rattlesnake allegedly put in his 
mailbox by two Synanon mem¬ 
bers unhappy over a case the 
attomey had won against the 
organization. As a result of the 
incident, the Caïifomia attomey 
generaPs office is now investigat- 
ing Synanon. 

On December 2, Synanon 
Sounder and leader Charles 
Diedrich was arrested in Los 
Angelos for the attempted 
murder of Morantz. 

The subject of vicious media 
attacks over the last sis or seven 
years, Synanon was deseribed in 
an Examiner article written after 
the Jonestown tragedy as doing 
“paramilitary w f ork," The drug 
rehabilitation group, which has 
multimülion dollar lawsuits pend¬ 
ing against Time magazine and 
KGO’TV, recently domanded that 
the Examiner print a correctïon 
concemlng a United Press Inter¬ 
national story it ran concemïng 
Synanon, 

In their statement, which was 
printed in the Examiner, Synanon 
said, in part: 

Synanon is a ... charftable, 
tax-exempt organization which 
has helped thousands of drug 
addicts, alcoholica, juvenile deiln- 
quents and characier-disordered 
persons who have come to it for 
help.,, 

"Synanon does not advocate* 
condone or participate in the 
beating, injuring, killing or kid¬ 
napping of anyone, and no 
Synanon. official has ever ordered 
such activities/' □

POLITICI ANS DENY TIES TO 
PEOPLES TE MPLE, JONESTOWN

San Francisco and other Cali- 
fomia elected officials and public 
figures are now denying any 
involvement with Jim Jon es and 
Peoples Temple despïte well 
documented evidence of the 
Temple s support of these offi¬ 
cials, 

Some politicians, the majorïty 
of them D emoe rats whom Pee pies 
Tempte helped put in office by 
eampaignïng and voter registra- 
tion. have even gone so far as to 
den ounce the organization. 

Preceding the Jonestown 
tragedy, Peoples Temple had 
sone 20,000 mombers throughout 
Caüfornia t making it the largest 
Protestant church affiliated group 
in the state — a group any 
poüüci&n would want to be allied 
with. In the words of the San 
Francisco Chronicle: 

‘Jones hes been a potent 
poiitical force in San Francisco, 
courted by top officehölders for 
the help his loyal foHowing could 
bringtö an etection cauipaign.” 

Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr,, attended a memorial at the 
Temple headquariexs hete for 
slain civjl rights leader Dr, 
Martin Luther King in 1977, 
Brown's press secretary has 
attempted to downplay the 
importance of the governor 's 
attendance at the service by 
pointing out that other noted 
poiitical figures were aiso pres¬ 
ent, mcludïng a representative 
of President Carter. 

The Los Angeles Times reports 
that Brown once considered 
Jones for an appointment to the 
state Board of Corrections but the 
Temple leader , according to a 
Brown aide T "did not make 
himself availabie to be inter- 
viewed and the process went no 
further,'" 

Outgoing Lt. Governor Mervyn 
Dymally has also tried to mini' 
iniJse his well known assodatbn 
with the Temple. Admitting that 
he visited Jonestown in 1976, he 
tried to brush off the importance 
of the trip, "My vtsit lasted less 
than a working day and indudcd 
[unch, The project was just 
beginning and showed signs of 
hope.' - 

Wh en Jones and the Temple 
bogan to come under media 
attack, Dymally wrOte a letter of 
support that was published in the 
Sun Reporter, a Black newspaper 
pobJished by Dr. CarJton Goodlett, 
Jones' personal physidan at the 
time of his death, 

The lettor said in part, J 'Not 
Burpriaingly the metro poJitan 
media have sïngted out Peoples 


Temple for scrutiny and criticism. 
This unusual attack on the chutch 
is the cause of great concern and 
anguisb among the friends of 
Peoples Temple, 

"However, I am pleased to 
report that those of us who have 
looked at the gieat work of Rev. 
Jim Jones will continue to have 
strength in öür commitment to 
him,'' Dym ally sai d. 

Peoples Temple campaign 
work was mstrumental in obtam- 
ing the 1975 elections of reoently 
assassinated San Francisco 
Mayor George Moscone, San 
Francisco County District Afc- 
tomey Joseph Freitas and former 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto. 

Moscone visited the Temple 
numerous tinnes and addressed 
members on at least one occa¬ 
sion. In 1976, the late mayor 
appoïnted Jones to the San 
Francisco Housing Authority, of 
which Jones later became direc- 
tor with the unanimous approval 
of the Board of Supervisors. 

Moscone said he appointed 
Jones because he considered him 
to be "a peacem aker ...who had 
the ability to work with people/' 
The late mayor said the Ifousing 
Authority needed "a person both 
sensitïve and realistic, From 
everything I've seen s he (Jones) 
is a good chairman. 11 

The murdered mayor was one 
of fev/ public officials who did not 
attack the Temple foüowing the 
Jonestown murders. 

Shortly after his electïon, three 
years ago, Freitas appointed 
Timothy Stoen as his deputy 
district attomey to be in charge of 
a massive voter fraud scandal. 
Stoen, a former assistent prose- 
cutor from Mendücino County, 
was then a leading member of the 
Temple and an aide to Jones. 

Freitas claims Jones did not 
give him any poiitical support in 
1975 and that he never heard of 
the Peoples Temple fctmder-uhtil 


after he (Freitas) w r as elected. 

‘T visited the Temple a co tipte 
of tunes/’ the district attomey 
said, 41 and once had dinner with 
the mayor (Moscone), Gov, 
Brown, Dymally and lots of city 
com miss ion er$,.Jt (Temple) was 
an activist church and Jiro Jones 
seemedapretty O.K. fellow." 

Black State Assemblyman 
Willie Brown was scheduled to 
serve as masLcr of ceremonies at 
a December 2 benefit dinner for 
the Jonestown project. When he 
firsl karned of the Guyana 
tragedy > Brown said he would not 
attend the dinner. 

The San Francisco legislator, 
how'ever, said that he had ,É no 
regrets” about supporting Jones 
Ln the past because the Temple 
helped poor people attend col¬ 
lege, and helped those in trouble 
with the law. 

President Carter's wife Ros- 
alynn made a visit to Sari 
Francisco during the 1976 Presi- 
dential campsign, During that 
trip, she was cheered by a large 
contingent of Peoples Temple 
members at the opening of the 
San Francisco Unified Democratie 
Headquarters. 

Although Mrs. Carter was 
photographcd standing neï!t to 
Jones at the cnmpaign affair, she 
at first denied any knowlege of 
him until a 1977 letter she wrote 
in response to one from Jones 
was revealcd. 

Jones' personal physkian, Dr. 
Carltou Goodlett, is among a far 
too small number of Bay Area 
community leaders who have 
stood by Peoples Temple. J 'Until 
Jim Jones is proven to be 
something other than an honest, 
Ja wabid ing Citizen ,'' Go o dlett 
said, "PU have to reserve judg- 
meiit. If he had done anything for 
which he could have been incar- 
cerated, you and 1 know he would 
' have been incarcerated long

New King 
Murder 
Coverup: Roy

(Washington, D-C. - In an 
effort to squash any fürther 
investigation into the widespread 
belief that Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr, was murdered at the 
direclion of high level U.S. 
officials, the House Assassina- 
tions Committee is now eiaïmïng 
that the assasslnation may have 
been carried out by James Eari 
Ray's famLly . 

G. Robert Blakey, chief counsel 
for the Committee — w r hich is 
expected to end its tw r t>-yÊar 
investigations into the deaths of 
Dr. King and President John F, 
Kennedy in December — charged 
the FBI with conducting an 
insufficiënt probe of the civïl 
rights leader’s muTder. 

Blakey maintained the Bureau 
failed to check out a possïble 
conspiracy to kili King by Ray and 
his two Brothers. Th ere was 
evidence at the time of the April 
4, 1968, assassinatïon in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, that the man 
called ’ Raoul'' whom Ray blam- 
ed for the murder may have been 
one of the convicted assassin's 
brothers, Blakey said, 

"Candor requires the comment 
that the evidence indicates that 
the performance of the FBI, as 
well as the Justice Department, 
was flawed," the House Commit- 
tee lawyers said. 

Ray, who is now serving a 
99-year sentence in Tennessee s 
Brushy Mountaïn State Prïson for 
the killing t insists that he did not 
kill the civil rights leader and that 
he is the victxm of a frame-up. 

He was arrested by U.S. 
authoriües in England in June, 
1968, Up until then, Blakey said, 
the FBI had mvestigated the 
possibility of a conspiracy. Ho\v- 
ever, Blakey continued, once Ray 
was in custody. the Bureau's 
probe decreased significantly, 
with Ln frequent attempts tO' find 
out if anyone else other than Ray 
was involved. 

Blakey blamed a "bitter feud” 
bet ween former U.S, Attomey 
General Ramsey Clark, Jr. and 
late FBI Director J.Edgar Hoover 
for the inadequate inveatigation 
of Dr, King's murder. 

In testimony before the Com- 
mittee, Clark admitted that he 
purposefully did not allow the 
Justice Department, which he 
headed at the time, to become 
involved in the FBI probo because 

of strained relations with 
Hoover. Cl . .

CÜHTINUFO from cover 
the phone demanding, “Nigger 
lover, get out of town," threw 
explosives in his yard and even 
went so far as to write anti-Black 
statements to prominent civLl 
rights workers and attribute thein 
to Jones by signing his name. 

In 1962, he, his wife Marcelinc 
and their children rnoved to Brazil 
where Jones did missionary work, 

When Jones arrived in Red- 
wood ValJey, a hamlet near Ukiah 
in Mendocino County in northem 
Colifomia in 1967, he broughl 
with him some 100 members of 
the Indianapolis Peoples Temple.

After the Jonestown massacre, 
local authorities closed the homes 
down. 

The Temple also opened up 
födlities in the Fillmore district of 
San Francisco and Los Angeles.lt 
has regularly served 1,400 free 
meals daily at the San Francisco 
b ranch. 

For Several years, the San 
Francisco Temple has mamtained 
a clinic in which nearly 100 
persons are seen daüy by qualï- 
fied nurses for genera! checkups 
or in special clinics, such as for

srnears, Referrals are made to 
iocal doctors for more difficult 
cases. 

In addition. in San f rancisco 
there is a pbysical therapy facility 
for seniors and physically dis- 
abled people, adrug rehabilitation 
program that has helped 300 
ex-drug addicts kick the ha bit and 
a legal aid program. 

“T am in this battle, and I may 
be shot or pot in jail/' Jones once 
of his work. “The way I keep 
myseif straight is to live here in 
the Fillmore, I am at war with this 
System." 

Peoples Temple has had as 
many as 20,000 members. One 
reason for the popuïarity of the 
organization was explained by 
Jones. 

‘ One of the challenges of this 
church is that there are nc 
b&rriers between young and old. 
The typ i cal thing you see in a 
church isa gap between age. Vou 
don't see that in aur church. 
Neither do you see a gap betw een 
race orcreed," 

Always an activist group, 
Peoples Temple has spoken out 
on serieus social and politica! 
issues. 

In September, 1976. 10 bus- 
k>ads of Temple members from 
San Francisco picketed for a 
weekend at the fresno County 
iCalifornia) Courtbouse to protest 
the jailing of four newsmen on 
contempt of court charges for 
fading to reveal how they gained

access to sec re t grand jury 
testimony in an investigation of 
local corruption, 

In 1975. several dozen Temple 
members went to a jungle region 
in Guyana and deared the 27,000 
acres that came to be known as 
Jonestown. As the settlement 
began to grow its own food 
supply, some 170 crops, and build 
living facilities, dozens of Temple 
members left their homes to 
move to Guyana, 

The Jonestown community 
schooi, built for the large num- 
bers of children who lived at the 
settlement, was given official 
status by the government of 
Guyana in the suramer of 1978. 
The school, which the Guyana 
government considered far 
superior to American public 
schools, had 275 students from

ties said w r ere responsible for the 

majority of the deaths? 

According to Dr, Nathan Hare, 
wdJ known Black dinical psy- 
chologist and formcr professor of 
sociology at San Francisco State 
University, the drugs found at 
Jonestown would cause a person 
to “trip out," “These drugs play 
on your character’s weakest 
links" and make an individual do 
things he or $he wouldn’t do in a 
normal state of mind. 

INTERVIEW 

In a lelephone interview r with 
THE BLACKPANTHERShermnn 
Skolnick, head of the Chicago- 
based Citizen s Committee To 
Clean tip The Country, an 
influential research group which 
initially exposed the ClA’s 
Project MK-ULTRA, said there is 
the strong possibilïty that Rev, 
Jones' behavior was altered by 
mind controï drugs thut are uaed 
to “terminnte" people by getting 
them to kill themselvea 

Skolnick said he has talked to 
scientists who worked on MK-

ULTRA — which originated in 
southem Califomia — and they 
told him the CIA has perfected 
drugs enabling entire populations 
to be mentally disabled through 
the contaminatien of their water 
supply. 

It was Skolnick's Citizens 
Committee revelations on MK- 
ULTRA that forced the CIA to 
ftdmit the existence of the mind 
control project and subsequently 
reveöt previously secret docu- 
menta on the dangerous program, 

During a 1975 Senate inquiry, 
the CIA clnimed that most of the 
document&tiön on MK-ULTRA 
had been destroyed. Last yenr, 
CIA Director Admiral Stansfidd 
Turner alleged that the docu- 
ments w r ere found in “retired 
archives, filcd onder financial 
accounts" and came to light only 
through “extraordinary and 
extensive search efforts, 

Among the documenta released 
was n list of 146 drugs tested by 
the CIA, Agency memos urged 
that behavior control research be 
conducted by forcing hu m an 


guinea pigs to become nddicted to 
the drugs. 

Dr, Carlton GoodJett, publisher 
of the San Francisco Sun Reporter 
and the personal physician of 
Jones, visited Jonestown this 
past August. Dr. Goodlett said 
the Peoples Temple leader was 
dying of a brain tumor, 

Temple attomey Charles Garry 
said Goodlett told him the disease 
w T a» "literally buming Jones' 
brain." 

Hare firmJy be lieve® that 
Jonestown ïvas destroyed by the 
U.S- government because Peoples 
Temple is a socialist organization 
w r orking to improve conditions for 
Black and poor people. 

According to Hare, an FBI, CIA 
or other government agency 
could have “infiltrated'' Jones¬ 
town and persuaded Jones, wbo 
was seriously lil, to take some 
of the drugs U.S, officials said 
were found. 

The Black psychologist elab- 
’ orated and said that JonestowTi’s 
locarion in far sway Guyana 
provided the perfect opportututy 


for sabotage. “The (U.S.) au- 
thorities could get them (Peoples 
Temple members) off in one 
group and annihilate them at one 
time/' Hare said, 

A Temple attomey charged at 
an Üctober press conference at 
the Temple s San Francisco 
headquarters that the FBI, CIA 
and other U,S, police agenties 
had made “deliberate efforts ' to 
destroy Jim Jones and the 
Jonestown settlement, 

He announced a multimillion 
dollar law p suit that he said the 
Temple would file w-ithin 90 days 
against the U.S. Treaaury De¬ 
partment. the Intern al Revenu e 
Serv ice. U.S. Post Office, Federal 
Communications Commission, 
FBI, and CIA. 

A CIA memo published tn 
recent years revealed ihat the 
Agency had spon so red secret 
drug-related research at a num- 
ber of U.S prisons, inctuding the 
Vacaville Medical Facility, 
between 1953 and 1973.

or the intense rancor that is presently building. 

There have been two depressions, two great 
wars, a dozen serious recessions, a dozen 
brush wars, crisis after economie crisis. The 
mass psycho-socieJ national cohesiveness has 
trembled on the brink of disruption and 
disintegration repeatedly over the last 50 
years N threalening to fly apart from its own 
concentric inner dynamics. 

But at each crisis it was allowed to reform 
itaeJf; with each reform, revolution became 
more ra mate. This is because the old left has 
faited to understand the true nature of fascism. 

>Vf. will never have a complete definition of 
fascism, hecause it is in constant motion f 
nov/ing a new face to fit any particular set of 
pro hierna that arise U> Ihreaten the predomi- 
narice of the traditionalist. eapiialist ruling 
clöSS, 

But if tme we re fo reed for the saké of clarity 
Ut define it in a word aimple cnough for al! to

understand, that word would he "reform.'' We 
can make our definition more precise by 
adding the word “economie, ” “Economie 
reform” comes very close to a working 
definition of fascist motive forces, 

Such a definition may serve to clarify things 
even though it leaves a great deal unexplained, 
Each economie reform that perpetuates 
ru!ing<!ass hegemony hasto be disguised as a 
positive gain for the upthrusting maas es. 
Disguise enters as a third stage of the 
emcrgence and development of the fascist 
state, The modern industria! fascist staLe has 
Sound it essential to disguise the opulente of its 
ruïïng^Iass leisure esistence by providüng the 
lower classes with a mass consumer's flea 
market of its own. - 1 

To allow a sizable portion of the “new- state' f 
to participate in this flea market, the ruling 
class has established currency Controls and 
minimum w r age laws that mask the true nature 
of modem fascism. Reform (the closed 
economyl is only a neiv way for capitalism to 
proteci and develop fascism ! 

After the German S.S, agents or rtalian 
Black Shirts kick in the doors and herd Jews 
and Communist partisans to dealh camps, 
after Peg-Leg White's Black Legion terror and 
the Guardians of the Republic and their 
offepring legitimize the FBI, Ln other words, 
after the fascists have succeeded in crushing 
the vanguard elements and the threat they 
pose is removed, the ruling class goes on ahout 
the business of making profits as usual. 

The signïficance of the “new fascist 
arrangement” lies in the factthatthis business 
as-usual is accompanied by concessions to the 
degenerate segment of the working class, with 
the aim of creating a buffer zone between the 
ruling class and the stül potentially revolu- 
tïonary segments of the lower classes, 

Coiporative ideals have reached their logical 
conclusien in the U.S. The new corporale state 
has fought its way through crisis after crisis, 
established its ruling elites in every important 
instilution, formed its partnership with labor 
through its elites, erected the most massive 
netwerk of protective agencies repte te with 
spies, teehnical and anirnal , to be found in any 
police state in the wortd. 

The vioïence of the ruling class of this 
country in the long process of ita trend toward 
authoritarianism and ita last and high est state, 
fascism,, connot be rivalcd in its excesses by 
imy other nation on earlh today or in history. 


With each advancement in the authoritarian 
process and strengthening of the ruling class’s 
control over the system, there was a 
corres|K)nding weakening of the people's and 
workers' movement. 

And intellectuals still argue whether Ameri¬ 
ca is a fascist country. This concern is typical of 
the American left' s fbght from reality, from 
any truly extreme position. This is actually a 
mnnifestation of the authoritarian process 
seepïng into its own psyche. 

At this state, how can anyone question the 
existence of a fascist arrangement? Just 
consider the awesome ceniraiization of power, 
and the proven fact that the targest part of the 
Gross National Product is in the hands of a 
minuie portion of the populafion. 

OfcQurse, the revolution has failed. Fascism 
has temporarily succeeded under the guise of 
reform. The only way we can destroy it is to 
refuse to compromise with the enemy state and 
its ruling class. Compromises were made in the 
thirties, the forties, the fifties, The old 
vanguard parties made gross strategie and 
tactica] errors. At the existential moment, the 
last revelaiiön about oneself, not many 
mombers of the old vanguard choose to risk 
their whole futures, their lives, in order to alter 
the conditions that Huey P. Newton describes 
as “destructiveof life.“ 

Reformism was allowed. The more de¬ 
generate elements of the working class w r ere 
the First to succumb. The vanguard parties 
supported the capitalistic war adventure in 
World War II. Thcn they helped to promote the 
mass consumers’ market that followed the 
close of the war, the flea market that muted the 
werkers" more genuine demands, 

Today we are faced with a clearjy different 
set of class antagonisms, the complexities of a 
particutarly refined fascist economie arrange¬ 
ment, where the controlling elites have 
co-opted large portSons of the Jowly working 
class. 

When we ask ourselves, Where will we 
attack the enemy state? we are answered, At 
the productive point. The nest logical question 
is, With whom and what will we attack the 
fortified entrance of the productive and 
distributive system in a nation of short-sight- 
ed, contented, conserx f ative workers? 

Obviously, the fascist movement is counter- 
revolution at its very center. Fascist reformism 
is a calculated response to the classic, 
scientific-socialist approach to revolution 
through positive mobileation of the working 
classes, From its inception, the fascist 
arrangement has attempted to create the 
illusion of a mass society in which the 
traditional capitalist ruling class w r ou!d con¬ 
tinue to play its leading role, A mass society 
that is nol a m&$s society; a mass society of 

authoritarian b who.se short-term material 

interests are perfectly suited to the develop- 
Eueni of the perfect totalitarian state and 
centra lized economy. 

The most precise definitions of fascism 
involve the concept of "scientific capitalism, 
or conLrolled capitalism,” a sophisticatedt 
totalitarian. 'learned” response to the chal- 
h;nge of egulitarian, scientific socialism. After 
its succcssful establishment in Spain, Portu¬ 
gal, Greece, South Africa and the United 
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States of America, we are faced with the 
obvious question of "how to raise a new 
consciousness." 

We are faced with the task of raising a 
posïtïvc mobilization of revolutionary con- 
seiousness in a mass that haa "gone through" 
a contra-positive, authoritarian procesa, 

The new vanguard clements seem to agree 
that withdrawal from the enemy state and its 
social, politica] and economie life is the first 
step toward its destruction. The new vanguard 
elements seem to agree that the new 
revolutionary consciousness will develop in the 
struggles of with dra wal. 

However, after this point, agreement grows 
vague and is all büt lost in a sea of 
contradlctiom The contention turns on one 
primary question — the scope and range of 
violence with in the revolutionary process, 

After the lengthy and clearly unnecessary 
idcological battle that laid to rest a direct 
approach to revolution by the White or Black 
worker. we are now faced with an equally 
unnecessary ideoEogical battle over which of 
the various communal (revolutionary cultural) 
approaches has the stronger revolutionary 
validity. 

The probJem is compounded by the almost 
a politica! withdrawal of the growiog Weather- 
man factton, and their estranged allies on 
campus to organic food gardens and a life of 
sex, music and drugs. Their Nietzschean- 
Hegelian withdrawal mlmics the European 
hisLorical experieuce of the lost five genera- 
tions. In our equation, this must be considered 
the minor side of the syllogism. Though 
revolution is in fashion, the realistic, cohesive 
synergism seems as yet impossibly remote. 

On the other side of the gquation, we have 
Huey Newton's concept of Black communes set 
well within the huge populalion centers of the 
enemy state. This concept accepts any level of 
violence that wj]l be necessary to en force the 
demands of the people and workers. 

These communes will be tied to one another 
by a national and international vanguard party 
and joined with the world's other revolutionary 
societies. They are the obvious answer to all 
the theoretical and practical quesüons and 
problems about an American revolution — a 
revolution that will be carried out principally 
by Blacks. 

The question 1‘ve asked myself over the 
years runs this way: Who has done most of the 
dying? Most of the work? Most of the time in 
prison (on Max Row)? Who is the hindmost in 
evory aspect of social, politieal and economie 
life? Who has the least short-term interest — 
or no interest at all — in the survival of the 
present state? 

In this conditiën, how could we believe in the 
possibility of a new generation of enlightened 
fasdsts who wouïd dismanlle the basis of their 
hierarehy? 

Just how many Americans are willing to 
accept Lhe physical destruction of aome parts of 
their fatherland so that the rest of the land and 
the world mïght survive in good heolth? How 
can the Black industrial worker be induced to 
corry out a valid worker's revolutionary policy? 
What and who will guide him? The commune. 
The central city-wide revolutionary culture. 

But who will build the commune that will 
guide the people into a significant challenge to 
proper! y righls? Carving out a commune in the 
central city wil involve claiming ccrtaln rights 
as our owfi — out front, Rights that have not 
been respected to now. Property rights. It will 
involve building a politieal, social and 


economie infrastrticture, capahle of filling the 
vacuum that has been lelt by the establishment 
ruling dass and pushing the occupying Forces 
of the enemy culture from our midst, 

The implementation of this new social, 
politica! and economie program will feed and 
comfort all the people on at least a subsistence 
level, and force the "owners" of the enemy 
bourgeois’ culture either to tie their whole 
fortunes to the communes and the people, or to 
leave the land, the tools and the market 
behind. If he will not leave voluntaxUy, we wül 
espel him — w r c will use the shotgun and the 
antitank rocket launcherü 

Who will build on an ideal that begins with 
force? The vanguard party is now nationwide. 
But vanguard parties cannot build revolutions, 
alone. Nor can a vanguard party expect full 
party-line agreement before it moves in the 
direct!on of the people, Revolution is iUegal. 
It s against the law . It 's prohibited. It will not 
be allo wed. 

It is clear that the revolutionary is a lawless 
man. The outlaw' and the lumpen will make the 
revolution. The people, the workers, will adopt 
it. This must be the new order of thlngs, after 
the fact of the modern industrial fascist state. 

In Blacks, the authoritarian trftits are mainly 
the effects of terrorism and lack of intellectual 
stim ui ation. The communal experience will 
redeem them. 

At present, the Black worker is simply 
choosing the less dangerous and complicated 
strateg>' of survival. All classes and all people 
are subject to the aulhoritarian syndrome. ït is 
an atavistic th row back to the herd instinct s. 
But it requires only the proper trauma, the 
’proper eco-sociologica! set of circumstantial 
pressures to bring forth a revolutionair 
cönsciousness. 

Racism enters on the psycho-social level. in 
the form of a morbid, traditional fear of both 
Blacks and revolutions, The resentment of 
Blacks, and conscious or unconscious ten- 
dencies to mete out pain to Blacks, throughout 
the history of America's stave systems, all 
came into focus when Blacks began the move 
from South to North and from countryside to 
city to compete with Whites in industrial 
sectors, and, in gcneral, engage in status 
competition, Resentment, fèar, insecurity, and 
the usual isolation that is patternjed into evety' 
modem capitalist industrial society (the more 


complex the products, the gTeater the division 
of labori the higher the pyramid, the broader 
its base and the smaller the individual brick 
tends to feelf are multiplied by 10 when 
racisme race antagonism, is al$o ö factor, 

There is ceriainly no lach of evidenee to 
prooe the existence of on old and built-in

misrepresents us fo deaih?) has always serued 
to distract and defuse feelings of statos 

depnuation suffered by the huge sectors just 
above the Black one. 

Then aJso to account for the seemingly dual 
nature recognizable in the authoritarian 
personality (conform Lty, but also a strange 
latent dêstmctiveness), racisrn has always 
been employed as a pressure release for the 
psychopathie destructiveness evinced by a 
people hbtoncally processed to fear. to feel the 
ueed for a decision-maker, to bate freedom. 

The revolutionary is out law ed. The Black 
revolutionary "is & doomed man/' AU of the 
forces of counterrevolution stack up over his 
head. He's standing in the tank-trap he has 
dug. He lives in the cross hairs. No one can 
understand the feeling but himself. 

"From the beginning" of his revolutionary 
consciousmess he must use every device to stay 
alive. Violence is a forced issue. U's incumbent 
on him. The very first politieal programs have 
had to be defended w r ïth duels to the death, 
The children's breakfast programs havenU 
been spared. The next round of commune 
building could cause the third great w^ar of the 
century. 

We must build with the fingers of one hand 
wrapped around a gun jan anti-personnel 
weaponl. We cannot leave the central city. 
This must be understood by the other 
revolutionary people if we are to move together 
lo condusive action, 

The war wüi be fought in the nerve centers 
of the nation, the eities w’here Huey was found 
hiding and werking by the goverament's 
propaganda apparatus. ï n order 

to complete the revolutionary syllogism„ the 
fascist s must be forced to with draw. And onder 
cover of the guns vvhich force their withdrawal, 
we wül build the new Black communes. A

The central city commune, describcd by 
Gcorge Jackson on the C«ro preceding pages, is 
o means of survival for Black and poot people, 
RecognUing the need fora framework in which 
we can live and fight against injustice, the 
Black Panther Party and Peoples Temple for 
over a decade have each pro vide d free Health, 
education&i and ather services for young 
children , teens f senior citizens t the mentedly 
and pkysically disabled and other oppressed 
people. 

BPP President Huey P. Newton hos 
expiained that these Survival Programs help us 
to exist untif we achieve the "total transforma- 
don" of this society that wilt end our 
oppression. The transformation, Huey ex- 
phiins, udil be brought about by revolutionary 
in tercomm u nahem, ' f where the people ska re 
all the wealth that they produee and live in one 
world, ‘ 

Below are excerpts from Huey's famous 
Boston College Speech [November 18 , 1978 } 
and In Search Of Common GnouncL, a series of 
1871 conuersations between the BPP fauna er 
and Vale University psychoanaiyst Erik 
Erihson. In the brief excerpt from the Boston 
College Speech, Huey descHfres the purpose of 
the BPP Survival Programs. In Co-inmori 
Ground„ he defines the philosophy of inter- 
communaikm, empkasizing that poor people 
the world over will not be free until we end 
reactionary intercommunalism — total world 
d&rmnation by, the United States. 

A Ten-Pcint Program is not revolutionary in 
itself, nor is it reformist, ft is a survival 
program r We„ the people* are threatened with 
genocide because racism and fascism are 
rampant in this country and threughout the 
worid. And the ruling circle in North America 
is responsible. We intend to change &Ï1 of that, 
and in order to change it, there must be a total 
transformation, 

But until we can achieve that total 
transformation, we must exist, ïn order to exist 
we must survive; therefore, we need a survival 
kit; the Ten-Point Program, 

It is necessary for our children to grow up 
heaithy with functional and Creative rninds. 
They cannot do this if they do not get the 
correct nutrition, That ïs why we have a 
breakfast program for children, We aleo have 
community Health programs, We have a 
busing program, We realuie that the fascist 
regime that operates the prisons throughout 
America would like to do their treachery in the 
dark. But if we get the relatives, parente, and 
friends to the prisons they can exposé the 
treacheiy of the fascists. This too is a survival 
program, 

We must not regard our survival programs 
as an answor to the whole problem of 
oppressfon, We don't even claim it to be a 
revolutionary program, Rovolutions are made 
of stem er stuff. We do say that if the people 
are not hert revoltilion cannot be achieved, for 
the people and only the people moke 
revolutions. 

Out total survival program works very much 


like the first-aid kit that is used when a plane 
falls and you fïnd yourself in the tniddlé of the 
sea on a rubber raft. You. need a few things to 
last until you can get to the shore, until you can 
get to that oasis where you can be happy and 
heolthy, If you do not have the things 
necessary to get you to that shore, then you 
will probably not exist. 

At this time the ruling circle threatens us to 
the extent that we are afraid that we might not 
exist to see the n$xt dfiy or see the revolution. 
The Black Panther Party will not accept the 
total destmetion of the people. As a matter of 
fact, we have drawn a line of demarcation and 
we will no longer tolerate fasdsm, aggression, 
bmtality, and murder of arty kind. Wc will not 
stt around and allow ourselves to be murdered. 

When we started in October f 1U6&. we were 



what One wouldi call Black nationalists. We 
realiaed the contradictiona in society, the 
pressure on Black people in partieuïarj and we 
saw that most people in the past had solved

some of their problems by forming iuto 
nations. 


We thereforc argued that it was ratiortal and 
logical for us to believe that our sufferings as a 
people would end when we established f a 
nat ion of our üwn h composed of our owtr 
people. 


Butafter a while we saw that something was 
wrong with this resolution of the problem. In 
the past, nationhood was a fairly easy thing to 
accompllsh, If we look around now, though, w r c 
sec that the world — the landapace, the livable 
parta as we know them — is pretty well settled, 
So we realized that to create a new natïon we 
would have to become a dominant faction in 
this one, and yet the fart that we did not have 
power was the contradicüün that drove us to 
seek nationhood in the first place. 

It is an endless cirqle ± you sce: to achieve 
nationhood, we needed to become a domuiant 
force, but to become a dominant force, we 
needed to be a nation. 

So we madea further analyais and found that 
in order for us tó bc a dominant force we would 
at least havo to be great in number, So we 


dcveloped from just plain natron al iste or 
separatist nation alIsts into revolution ary 
nationalists. We said that we joined with all of 
the ether people in the world struggling for 
decolonialbation and nationhood, and ca lied 
ou rsel vqs a 1 4 disp ersed colouy'' b ecause we did 
not have the geographka.1 coucentration that 
other so-called coïonies had- But we did have 
Black coïiununities throughout the country — 
San Francisco, Bos Angelos, New Haven — 
and there are many slmUarities between these 
communities and the traditional kind of colony. 

We saw that it was not only benefidal for us 
to be revolutionair nationalists but to express 
our solidarity with those friends who suffered 
many of the same kind of pressures we 
suffered, Therefore we chaiïged our seif- 
definitions. We said that we are not only 
revolutionary nationalists — that is, national- 
ists who want revolutionary changes in 
everything, induding the economie system the 
opprc&sor inflicts upon us — but we are alsp 
ifidividuals deeply concerned with the pther 
people of tho w'orld and their desires for 
revolution. 

ïn order to ?howthis solidarity, we decided 
tocalt ourselves intemationalists. 

QngirtaUy, as I said,, we assumed that people 
coulti solvc a number of their problems by 
becoming nations, but this conclusion showed 
our lack of understanding of the world's 
dialectica! deveiopment. Our mistake was to 
assume that the conditions under whïch people 
had become nations in the past still existed. To 
be a nation, one must satisfy certain essential 
conditions, and if these things do not exist or 
cannot be created, then it is not poasible to be a 
nation. 

In the past, nation-states were usuaJJy 
inhabited by people of a certain ethnic and 
religieus background, They were divided from 
other people either by a partition of water or a 
great unoccupied land space, This naturel 
partition gave the nation's dominant class, and 
the people generally. a certain amount of 
control over the kinds of political, economie, 
and social institutions they established. It gave 
them a certain amount of control over their 
destiny and their territory, They were secure at 
least to the extent that they would iot be 
attacked or violated by another nation 10,000 
miles away, simply b ecause the means to 
transport troops that far did not exist, 

This situation, however, could not last. 
Technology developed until thero was a 
definite Qualitative transformation in the 
relaüonsbips within and between nations. 

We know that you cannot changc a part of 
the whole without changing the whole, and 
vice veraa. As tochnology developed and there 
was an increase in military capabilities and 
means of travel and communicatie^ nations 
begon Lo control other territories, distant from 
their own, Uaually they controlïed these other 
iands by sending administrators and settlere, 
who Wüuld extract labor from the people or 
resources from tho earth — or both. This rs the 
phenomenon we know as colonialism. 
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The settlcrs' control of the seiaed land and 
people grew to such an extent that it waan't 
even necessary for the settler to be present to 
maintain the system. He went back home, The 
people were so integraled with the aggresspr 
that their land didn't look like a colony any 
Eonger. But because their land didn 't loo-k like a 
free state either, some theorists started to call 
these lands 'Tieocolonies." 

Arguinents .about the precise definition of 
these entïties developed. Are they colonies or 
not? If they aren't, what are they? The 
theorists knew that something had happened, 
but they did not know what it was. 

Using the dialectical materialist method, we 
in the Black Panther Party saw that the United 
States was no ionger a nation. It was 
something else; it was more than a nation, It 
had not only expanded ils territoria! hound- 
aries, but it had expanded all of ita controb as 
well, We called il an empire. 

Now at one time the world had an empire in 
whieb the conditions of ruïe were different — 
the Roman Empire. The differente between 
the Roman and the American empires is that 
other nations were ah!e to exist extemal to and 
independent of the Roman Empire bec&use of 
their means of exploration, coftQuest, and 
control were all relatively limited. 

But when we say 4 'empire 4 ' today, we mean 
precisely what we ssy. An empire is a 
nation-stote that has transformed itself into a 
power controlling all the w^rld's lands and 
people, 

Wq believq that there are no more colcmies 
or neocobnies. ïf a people is colonized, it must 
be possible fqr them to decqloniie and become 
what they formerly were. But what happens 
when the raw materials are extracted and labor 
ia exploited within a territory disperse d over 
the entire globe? When the riches of the whole 
earth are depieted and used to feed a gigantic 
industrial machine in the imperialist's home? 
Then the people and the economy are so 
integrated into the imperialist empire that it's 
impossible to "decolonize/ 1 to return to the 
former conditions of existence. 

If eolonies cannot ‘'decolonize” and return 
to their original existence as nations, thqn 
nations no Ionger exist. Nor, we believe, will 
they ever exist again. And since there must be 
nations for revolutionary nation alism or 
internationalism to make sense, we decided 
that we would have to call ourselves something 
new, 

We say tli at thé world today is a dispersed 
collection of communities. A community is 
different from a nation, A community is a small 
unit with ö comprqhensive collection of 
institutions that exist to serve a small group of 
people. 

And we say further that the struggle in the 
world today is between the small circle that 
adnunisters and pro fits from the empire of the 
United States, and the peoples of the'world 
who want to determine their own deslinies, 

We call this situation intCTctfmmuneliam. 
We are now in the age of reactionary 
intercommunalisni, in whieh n ruling circle, a 
small group of people, control all other people 


by üsing their teehnotogy. 

At the same tinne, we say that this 
technology can solve most of the material 
contradictions people face, that the material 
conditions exist that would allow the people of 
the world to develop a culture that is 
essentially human and would nurture those 
things that would allow the people to resolve 
contradictions in a wsy that would not eause 
the mutual slaughter of a!i of us. The 
deveiopment of such a culture would be 
revolutionary intercommunahsm, 

The people of the world must seixe power 
from the small ruling circle and ■exproprifite the 
expropriators, pull them down from their 
pinnadé and make them equ&ls* and distribute 
the fruits of our labor that have been denied us 
in some equitable way. We know that the 
machinery to accompiish these tasks exists and 
we want access to it, 

Imperialism has lald the foundation for 
world communism, and imperialism itself has 
grown to the point of reactionary intercom- 
munalism becuuse the world is now integrated 
into one community, The Communications 
revolution, combined with the expansive 
domination of the American empire, has 
created the ''gtobal village.” The peoples of all 
cultures are under auige by the same forces 
and they all have access to the same 
technologies. 

There are only differences in degree 
between what's happening to the Blacks here 
and what J s happening to all of the people in the 
world, including Afrieans. Their needs are the 
same and their enqrgy Is the same. And thé 
contradictions they suffer will only be resolved 
when the people cstablish a revolutionary 
ïntercommunalism where they share ail the 
wealth that they produce and live in one world. 

We call Blacks and Third World people in 
particular, and poor _ people in general, 
"unemployables" because they do not have 
the skills needed to work in. a highly^ developed 


technological society, 

You remember my saying that every society, 
Ukccvery age, contalns its opposite: feudaliem 
produced capit alism, which wiped out feu da 1- 
ism, and capitalism produced socialism, which 
will wipe out capitaJism. New the same is true 
of reactionary intencommunalism. Technologi¬ 
es] deveiopment creates a large middle class, 
and Ehe number of werkers increases also. The 
workers are paid a good deal and get many 
comforts, 

But the ruling class is stiU only interested in 
itself. They might make certain compromises 
and gïve a little - as a matter of fact, the 
ruling circle has even developed something of a 
sociaï structure or welfare state to keep the 
opposition down but as technology 

develops, the need for workers decreases. 

It has been estimated that 10 years from now 
only a small percentage of the present work 
force will be necessary tq mn the industries. 
Then what will happen to your worker who is 
now making four dollars an hour? The working 
class will be narrowed down, the class of 
unempïoyables will grow becüuse it will takc 
more and more skills to operate those 
machines and fewer people.

- A decade 
ago, the U.S. military cstablssh- 
ment and the motion picture 
industry teamed up lo produee 
Green Berets, a film that de- 
Hberately distoried the situation 
in Southeast Asia in order to 
drum up the American people's 
support for the escalalion of this 
country’? illegal intervention in 
Vietnam. 

In their latest effort, Wild 
Geese, the Pentagon and Holly¬ 
wood have produceö another 
piece of vicious war propaganda, 
this time to glorify and justify the 
role of White mercenaries figbt- 
ing against the freedom forces in 
Africa, 

The locale may have cbanged, 
but the message of Wild Geese is 
the same as that of Green Berets: 
the Western powers, led by the 
U.S. T are preparing to step up 
their involvement in Third World 
countries where their economie 
and political inierests are threat- 
ened.

Considering him to be a “good Africana White South African 
mercenary , portrayed by HARD Y KRUGER, carries the ailing African 
president, plüyed by WINSTONNTSHONA , on his back. 


portrays the ace mercenary- 
colonel, a character apparently 
based on Colone! Mike Hoare, the 
infamous South African iper- 
cenary dubhed M Mad Mike'" by 
his men, 

Hoare, who serve d as technica! 
advisor on the film, is presently 
away from his home in South 
Africa, traveling in the U.S. to 
promote the movie. 

With the backing of the CIA, 
Koard led an army of South

wen, the youthful vice premier, 
and Yao Wen-yung, director of 
China’s central media, were 
arrested on October 7, 1976, after 
the Chinese Communist Party 
(CCF: Central Committee select- 
ed Hua as the new chairman, 

The radicals rosé to promin- 
ence during the Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion of the late 1960's. Denounc- 
ing bureaucrats and conserva¬ 
ties as following the “capitalist 
road," the leftists had raised the 
eriès of ideological struggle which 
led Mao to oust the moderate 
Teng shortly before his death. 

The radical leadership, in 
opposition to the present leader- 
ship, argued tb at overemphasis 
on foreign trade as a means of 
financing China's economie 
developmeni wou ld reduce the 
country to a "capitalist coïony.'

The first Congress of the CCP 
after the death of Mao elected a 
new ruling Politburo which con- 
trasted sharply with the prevïous 
group elected in 1973. The 
26-mcmber Politburo contained 
not a single representatie from 
the groups Mao had sought to 
promote during the Cultural 
Revolution — youth, wornen, 
workers and poor peasants. 

ïn facit at least five of the 
Politburo mombers suffored some 
kind of forced retirement during 
the Cultural Revolution, when the 
youthful Red Guard, which was 
formally abolished in October, 
1978, inspired by Mao, attackcd 
vetoran officials as too entronch- 
ed and too privileged. Several 
members of the new Central 
Committee were also targets of 
the Red Guard campaign.

the avowed, hard-oor e racist 
Kruger, after listen Lng to a 
melodramatic plea for racial 
harmony by the seilout Limbani, 
changes his sympathies toward 
Blacks, 

Particularly shameful is the 
appearan.ee of Nlshona and John 
Kani, as the Black mercenary. 
Eoth Black South African actors 
won wide aedaim in this country 
for their theatrical performances 
in Sizwe Bami Is Dead and 
The Mand, plays about the 
oppression of Blacks in South 
Africa. 

Wild Geese wou ld have us 
beheve that mercenaries are men 
of principles, instead of the 
cold-blooded killers that have 
murdered Black men, women and 


children in the Congo, Angola, 
Namibia, Rhodesia and South 
Africa, In one scene, we see 
Kichard Harris, the military strat- 
egist for the mercen&ry band, 
upset because the Zembala cam- 
paign will force him to miss 
spending the Christmas holidays 
with his yöung son. Ten minutes 
later, Harris is unemotionally 
shooting down African soldiers. 

Perhaps the greatest insult to 
the viewers’ intelligence is that 
we are expected to belïeve that 
some 35 White men Ithe mer¬ 
cenaries suffer some casualties) 
can outshoot and outkill 500 Black 
men and escape to teil the tale , 

THE BLACK PANTHER calls 
for a nationwide boycott of Wild

The NAACP, Southern Chris- 
tion Leadership Conference 
(SCLCl. Black Panther Party, 
(BPP), Nation of Islam and 
Student Non violent Coordinatïng 
Coitimittee (SNCC), to name a 
few key organizations, became 
victims of unrestrained and in¬ 
timi,datmg harassment by the FBI 
in league with local poUce, the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
1 CIA), Dcfense Intelligence 
Agency, Interna! Revenue 
Service (IRSL National Security 
Agency, SecreL Service, Army 
Intelligence and several divisions 
of the Justice Department. 

The FBI program under which 
covert activities were coordinated 
and executed was cal led COIN- 
TELPRO, an aeronym for ‘coun- 
terintelügence program.” COIN- 
TELPKO was originally instituted 
in 1956 for the purpose of 
wrecking the Communist Party in 
the United States and any organi- 
zation that supported the "violent 
överthrow' of the govemmenL 

It later came to include the New 
Left, the Socialist Workers Party 
and what the Bureau termed 
"Whitehate groups" and "Black 
exlremists.” 

FIELD DlVISlONS 

The 41 field divisions of the 
COINTELPRO against Black 
Organizations covered major 
cities in the United States. Over 
2,300 known proposals for dis- 
ruptive activities were approved 
by the Bureau and implemented 
from the time of the program's 
mceptton to 1971 when FBI files 
were stolen from the Media, 
Pennsylvarna office and exposed 
to the press, After much public 
outcry, in 1975 the 94th Congress 
passed a resolution estoblishing a 
Sonate Select Committee on 
Intelligence to c on duet an inves- 
tigation into intelligence activities 
of the federal government. That 
committee submitted a final 
report in April, 1976. 

SignificanÜy, CQlNTELPRÖ 
actions coincided with specific 
national events. The FBI Black 
nationalist COINTELPRO began 
in the wake of the bloody New ark 
and DeLroit rebellion of 1967, 
which left those cities smolder- 
ing, Lhousands injured and over 
85 dead. 

COINTELPRO tactics induded 
publicmng derogatory informa- 
tion gained from illegal surveil¬ 
lance for the purpose of damag - 
ing an ihdividual's pemonal 
image; surreptitiously supplyïng 
mformation on a person's politi- 
cal belief to his or her employer in 
order to get the employer to firo 
the persen; provoking war faro 


bet ween riva! groups; falsely and 
anonymously labeling mombers 
of targeted groups as informants 
in order to cause expulsion or 
physical attack; disseminating 
deliberate misinformation on a 
group or individual; and sending 
anonymous letters to the spouses 
of targeted individu als in de- 
liberate attempts to break up 
their marriages. 

An intensive campaign was 
directed against the late Dr, 
Martin Luther King, Jr. The 
Bureau went to extraordinary 
lengths to eliminate King from 
his leadership role, conspiring to 
promote their own national leader 
and going so far as to research 
and ïdentify such an individual, 

King vigorously promoted 
nonviolent protest as the vehicle 
to freedom and dignity for Black 
.America. The civil rights move¬ 
men t, which concentrated on 
securing voting rights and on the 
desegregatie n of schools and 
public facilities, met with tyneh- 
ings. mass arrests, bumings and 
bombings. 

Nevertheless, the nonviolent 
movement flourished by the 
mid-sixties, becoming o powerful 
pölitical force that united a brood 
Cross section of Blacks. 

For this reason the FBI regard- 
ed King as the most effective 
leader in the country — and 
therefore the most dangerous. 
They theörized that ”a man who 
supports nonviolence ought to be 
destroyed because someday he 
may abandon nonviolence and 
emerge as a Black Messiah . "' 

Over 5,000 telephone conver- 
sations were monitored du ring 
this period and involved phone 
taps on King's home, the SCLC 
offices in Atlania and New York 
and hotels all over the country 
w r here he stayed, 

According to a fomier FBI 
agent assigned to the security 
squad that conducted the elec- 
tronie surveillance of King, “The 


surveillance was massive and 
complete. He couldnT wiggle. 
They had him,” 

Asked the purpose of the taps, 
the fomier agent said it w r as "in 
order to get information and 
destroy the civil rights leader and 
silence his criticism of the 
bureau," 

A nine-hour meeting took place 
at FBI headquarters in Decem¬ 
ber, 1963 in order to explore 
every possibility of spying upon 
and intimidating King. A total of 
21 different ideas were presenled 
in a document entitled "Ques- 
tions to be Explored at Confer¬ 
ence. f f 

W.C, Sullivan, late counterin- 
telligence chief, distributed a 
memo for Hoover's Information, 
on January S a 1964, that recom- 
mended King be taken “off his 
pedestal” and reduced ,l com- 
pletely in influence." 

CONFUSION 

This done, Sullivan continued, 
"obviously confusion will reign, 
particularly among the Negro 
people,,.The Negroes wdU be left 
without a national leader of 
sufficiently co m peiling person- 
ality t© steer them in the proper 
direct ion.” 

•In response to a memo from 
FBI agent Charles Brennan to 
Sullivan on March 8, 1967, a 
newspaper article w r as dissem- 
inated to “friendly" media 
sources critica! of KLng's anti- 
Vietnam War pos it ion, w f hich he 
had begun to enunciate more 
Yequemly in public, The article's 
purpose w r as to depict King as a 
'traitor to his country and his 
race." 

On March 29, 1968, the FBI 
tried to discredit King through 
the press by insinuating that 
staying at a plush White hotel, 
instead of the Lorraine, where 
he was assassinated on April 4, 
1968, was an act of hypocrisy. 
Kcports appeared in local papers,

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charges made by relatives of 
Jonestown residents that their 
families were allegedly being 
held against their wi!l in the rich 
agricuLtural commune. 

At a November 22 press 
conference in San Francisco, 
Temple attomey Charles Garry, 
who was with Ryan's party at 
Jonestown, said that the Cali- 
fomia congressman told Jones 
that it didn’t matter if ”400 
people wanted to leave, You 
tJonesl are doing beautiful work, 
and I am going to teil everyone. 1 r 

Ryan said this after he was 
attacked with a knife by a Temple 
member w r hom many people now 
believe was an undercover agent. 

Minutes later Ryan was shot 
and killed on the Kaituma airstrip 
near Jonestown, 

First word of the Jonestowm 
trögedy received by the American 
people from the press was that 
there had been “mass suidde” at 
the Guyana settlement, Through 
such news sources as 6 f P/ and 
A.P. , the country was bombarded 
with stories that Jim Jones had 
gone crazy and. due to his fear 
that Jonestown wou ld be des- 
troyed because of Ryan's investi- 
gaiïon, he had led Temple 
mombers into sipping Kool-Aid 
"Ificed with cyanide." 

News "analysts" such as 
Fatrick Buchanan described 
Peoples Temple as “a bunch of 
crazies," "hard core revolutiom 
aries" and a ”highly secretive 
cult.” 

The press reserv r ed most of its 
venom for Jim Jones, He has 
been described as a ‘ deramged 
dictator,” “bisexual,” a “suici- 
dal fanatïc” and a "devious 
Marxist." One newspaper articïe 
about the Temple founder had the 
headline, “Death, Sex, and 
Power." 

Jones was found shot to desth 
in the head r aiong with his wïfe 
Marceline. Two women who had 
responsibility for the organiza- 
ticm's finönces w T ere also found 
shot to death, The fact that the 
other over 900 people allegedly 
died from poisoning has been of 
little concern to the media. Since 
there are no known living wit- 
nesses to the shcKJtings, the press 
has promoted the belief that the 
four people committed suïcide, 

Given the grow-ing wi des pre ad 
belief that the Jonestown massa- 
cre was carried out by the C!A, 
there is the strong possibility that 
some ex-Temple members and 
Jonestown survivors, with their 
tales of false healmgs performed 
by Jones, may be agents or may 
have been threatened into lying 
about what really happened, □

Jonestown residents luork the rich farmland on the 27,000-acre 
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nursery through high school. 

One visitor to Jonestown said 
of Lhe school: 

'The school system that has 
been set up by the people of 
Jonestown is a very ad van eed 
school system. I spent a great 
deal of time talkmg 'to the 
children there, and was aston- 
ished at the high levcl of under- 
standing and their knowledge of 
not only what was happening in 
this country' (U.S.) but also in 
Africa and Asia. ” 

Temple aüornüv Charles Garry 
visited Jonestown in November, 
1977, and wasoverwhelmed atthe 
suceess of the society built by 
Peoples Teinple. 

“I have been in paradise," 
Garry said, “l saw a community 
where there is no such thing as 
racism. No one sees the color of 
his skin. whether he is Black, 
Brown, Yeüow, Red or White, 

"I also saw that no one thinks 
in terms of sck. no one feels 
superior io anyone else. 1 don't 
know any community in the world 
today that bas been able to solve 
the problems of male sex su- 
premacy. That does not exist in 
Jonestown.’ * 

Noted researcher Donald F reed 
visited Jonestown this past Sep¬ 
tember, ‘Tm at pains,” Freed 
said. "to find the words to 
descrïbe w f hat is essentiaily au 
unspeakable experienee T but I 
have no doubt it will spoken about 
and written about widely, and 
there will be a steady traffic 
through Georgetown, on the way 
to Jonestown, in the years to 
co me . 

"When you look at Jonestown, 
this burgeoning plan of buildings 
and agricultural and semi-indus-

In an investigative study called 
"The Society of MincUess Men, " 
VValter Bowart, who is aUo the 
author of Opera tion Mind Con- 
trot ," relates an account of Luis 
Angel Castillo. On March 2, 1967, 
24-year-old Castillo was arrest ed 
by the Philippme National Bureau 
of Investigation (NÖI) on suspb 
cion of conspiring to assassinate 
dictator Femando Marcos in 
Manila, Capital city of the Philip- 
pines, 

In a series of interrogation 
sessions, the NBI and Philippine 
Army invesügators used sodium 
amytal (also on the CIA list of 
mind cotitrol drugs! to put 


Castillo imder hypnosis. Du ring 
one of these sessions, he revealed 
that he had been involved in an 
assassinatton attempt in 1963 in 
Dallas, Texas. 

Under hypnosis, Castillo 
remembered that he did not have 
to shoot that day. His target had 
already been "hit" by the time 
the car pasaed his point of 
ambush, a warehouse on the far 
side of the railroad overpass near 
Dealy Plaza. 

The man Castülo was supposed 
to assassinate was President 
John F. Kennedy. 

A hypnoList described in detail 
Lhe discovery that Castillo 's mind 
was " pro gram med." 

During one session, the hypno- 
tisL tried using "Luis Castillo” qs 
a command code, The Kypnotïat 
reported that "a pathetic sight 


takes place after this. The subject 
turns the pistol to his own temple 
and squeezes the trigger as many 
times as his name is reoeated, ” 
SHOT TO DEATH 
Jim Jones was found shot to 
death in the head. Skolnick 
suggested that the w-ords, 
"Mother, Mother, Mother," 
which Garry said Jon es uttered 
before the mass deaths took 
place, may have been code-words 
that triggered s selhdestruct 
impulse or suggestion in the 
Templü leader s mind. 

When Garry visited Jonestown 
in September, he told Jones, 
"Jim, you have a beauüful 
program. In my opindon, you've 
got paradise working here."

According to Hinckle, Milk 
said, ‘T told the mayor that if he 
appointed anyone other than Dan 
White he should appoint a 
w r omam,.The board must be 
concemed with neighborhoods. 
and Dan has come to speak more 

for downtown interests.’ 1 

But perhaps the most revealing 
thing that Milk told Hinckle was 
his outlook on the immediate 
political future of San Francisco, 

"W r ith.in five years the ethme 
minorities, women and gays will 
have the strongest infiuence — if 
not contrei — in city govern- 
ment, ” Milk said. 

There is already talk that the 
Moscone, Milk assassinations 
may have been a part of a 
right-wmg conspiracy to prevent 
Milk's prediction from coming 
true. 

Feoples Temple had scheduled 
December 2 for a benefit for ks 
medicaJ program at Jonestown, 
Milk was one of the endorsers of 
the benefit. 

Meamvhile, the Bay Area press 
is attempting to build up public 
sympathy for White. A San 
Francisco Examiner headline 
appeoring the day after the city 
hall assassinations read, "Ex- 
Cop was “A Casualty of Pres- 
sure/ ” 

The ariiele under the headline 
began, 1 Tonner San Francisco 
Supervisor Dan White sat in jail 
crying, T think e very body has a 
breaking point,' said Superrisor 
Lee Dolson, who visited White in 
his cell last night, and if indeed. 
as it looks. there was a breaking 
point for Dan, I can onderstand 
it.' " 

Local newspöpers, in particu- 
lar, are portraying W T hite as a 
"good guy' w r ho "just lo^t his 
head for a minutc,” A San 
Francisco Chronicle art iele quot- 
ed a former fellow firefïghter of 
White as saying that the accused 
murderer was “an extremely mo- 
ral individuak’ 1 

White w'as slated to receivo a 
me dal for saving two people from 
dying in a fire in 1977, and the 
city's fire chief an norm eed that 
White wou ld stil! rcceivc the 
honor. 

White is said to have told police 
ofScers that he "must” have 
killed Moscone and Milk although 
he "thinks” he may have blacked 
out for awhile. His story' 
strangely similar to that of n man 
arrested in 1967 who revealed 
that he w r as one of lhe hired 
assassins of President John F. 
Kennedy. He could only rem am¬ 
ber his participation under hyp¬ 
nosis,. ”C
